SAMUEL  HAIT  or  HOYT  was  born  Nov*  8,  1762 
in  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  was  the  son  of  John  and 
Abigail  Kait  or  Hoyt,  Kis  father  was  a  Revolutionary 
Army  patriot  to  whom  members  of  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  trace  their  lineage.  He  married  - 
Betsey  Webb,  (dau.  of  Chas.  7/ebb,  Jr.,  Nov*  8,  1790).

He  lived  in  Stamford  and  N.  Y*  City.  "He  studied

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CAPT.  WILLIAM  SMITH  HOYT  7  (4652) 

Capt.  Hoyt  was  born  about  1300,  in  Stanford 

Conn.  He  Mar.  1st  _ ,  child  Cecilia,  2nd  mar. 

Maria  Wetmoro  of  N.  Y.  City,  living  in  Washington 
Square.  He  owned  his  own  vessel.  Once,  on  his 
return  from  China,  his  wife  came  to  San  Francisco 
to  meet  him.  When  starting  on  his  17th  voyage,  he

had  intended  it  to  be  his  last,  and  he  was  going  to 
sell  the  vessel.  It  was  a  final  trip,  for  the  ship 
foundered  off  the  coast  of  England,  near  Dover,  in 
the  English  Channel.  Tradition  has  it  that  he  tools 
$16,000  with  him  in  a  life  boat  in  the  endeavor  to 
reach  shore.  The  boat  was  capsized,  and  the  treasure 
lost.  More  serious  was  the  report  that  a  man  from 
Stamford  jumped  on  his  back  to  save  his  own  life. 
Another  report  that  a  Welshman,  well  known,  grabbed 
his  legs. 

Capt.  Hoyt  was  the  fourth  child  of  Samuel. 

He  was  buried  in  Antwerp  and  the  American  Consul 

wrote  a  letter  to  his  wife.  His  ship  was  believed  to 

be  the  nHolen’*  but  this  has  not  been  verified.  Win.  J. 

Hoyt  has  a  book  belonging  to  Capt.  Hoyt,  apparently 

the  log  of  the  boat  "NEWA”.  In  this  is  a  handwritten 

description  of  the  voyage  and  in  the  back  of  the  book 

some  sketches  of  islands  and  pronintories.  Among 

those  is  one  of  St.  Helena.

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Captain  Hoyt  in. his  death  met  with  great  loss  in  the  sinking 
of  his  vessel  and  of  the  $16,000.  mentioned  a'uove.  His  16  voyages 
had  been  successful  and  he  had  supported  his  family  in  Washington 
Square,  N.  Y.  City. 

His  estate  in  Stamford  was  probated  in  Greenwich  Fob.  16,  1847 
and  John  Warren  Hoyt  was  administrator.  The  inventory  showed 
$2132.00  of  which  $2,000.  was  real  estate.  Claims  against  his 
estate  .amounted  to  $2,083.  which  made  the  estate  insolvent.  Of 
these  claims  Geo.  E.  Waring  had  a  claim  of  $1,617. 

The  date  given  in  the  Hoyt  Family  Book  is  Oct.  28,  1847  ? 
which  was  eight  months  after  first  papers  were  taken  out  in  Probate 
Court,  so  did  not  refer  to  date  of  death. 

Later,  his  widow  took  out  papers  of  administration  in  N.  Y. 

City  as  administratrix,  on  Bee.  18,  1850  and  the  inventory  was 
$1,800.  but  the  papers  were  not  found  in  the  Hall  of  Records,  being 
lost  or  mislaid.  One  paper  was  available  and  in  it  an  amazing  state¬ 
ment.  "Departed  this  life  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  Nov.  20,  1846, 
surviving  him  his  widow,  and  Cecilia  (dau.  by  a  former  wife)  Samuel 
Hoyt,  Amelia  Hoyt,  Stanley  Hoyt,  children." 

Nov.  20,  1846  as  date  of  death  must  have  had  a  true  basis  of 
fact  for  the  first  estate  was  probated  fbur  months  later  Feb.  16,  1847. 
The  writer's  father  told  him  that  the  consul  at  Antwerp  sent  the 
letter  to  the  widow  announcing  the  wreck  and  the  burial  at  Antwerp. 
The  U.  S.  National  Archives  have  no  record  of  the  wreck  or  the  letter. 
There  was  no  consul  at  Calais  at  that  time.  The  writer  loaves  the 
facts  for  the  decision  of  the  reader.

Hoyt  lived  with  her  in  1855  until  his  marriage  in  1856  and

this  explains  the  latter’s  interest  in  Stanley  and  knowledge 
about  him.  Maria  was  the  7th  generation  from  Thomas  Whitmor' 
(Wetmorc)  who  landed  in  America  1635.  Her  ancestry  is  listed 
on  page  31  following. 

About  1880  she  sailed  around  the  horn  to  live  with  her 
son  Stanley  who  was  then  living  in  Santa  Rosa,  Calif.  She 
died  there  about  1888-9.  She  was  also  closely  related  to 
the  Prime  family  of  the  N.  Y.  Observer.  She  probably  knew 
the  children  Canona,  William  and  Ruth  but  not  Robert.  The 
picture  of  Capt.  Hoyt,  Maria  and  Stanley  .are  all  in  the 
possession  of  the  grandson  William  J.  Hoyt.

There  must  have  been  some 
difficulty  in  getting  released  from  service,  for 
it  is  believed  that  a  fellow  sailor  helped  him  to 
swim  to  shore,  pushing  his  trunk  over  for  him. 

He  erne  to  know  quite  well  many  of  the  early  miners.

Secretary  and  Auditor  of  the  S.F.&  N.Y/.P.R.R. 

(now  the  N.  V/.  Pacific). 

He  retired  to  Vacaville #  Calif,  where  he  was 
interested  in  fruit. 

His  wife  became  quite  talented  in  mathematical 
studies  in  middle  life,  and  knew  quite  well 
Campbell  and  some  other  astronomers.
